1 . The amendment filed 3/25/2008 has been entered. Claims 8, 10 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1 -7, 9, 1 1 -1 6 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9, 11-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses an asynchronous transport stream receiver of a digital broadcast 
receiving system comprising: a controller for reading and outputting the MPEG data 
stored in the FIFO section in synchronization with the clock signals of the oscillator, the 
controller including a PLL (Phase Locked Loop) or DLL (Dynamic Linking Library) for 
demultiplying the clock signals of the oscillator; wherein said controller outputting the 
MPEG data stored in the FIFO section in synchronization with the clock signals of the 
oscillator is to a standard-definition (SD) or high-definition (HD) leveled MPEG decoder 
for a subsequent processing without requiring an additional clock generator as recited in 
claim 1; and detecting sync byte from the retrieved MPEG data; generating valid signals 
indicative of the MPEG data when the sync byte is detected; and forwarding the valid 
signals to a standard-definition (SD) or high-definition (HD) leveled MPEG decoder for a 
subsequent processing without requiring an additional clock generator.
